Pruning Fruit Trees. 

Pruning is a necessity where good 
fruit is desired. An unpruned tree 
eaa never be ezpeeted to produce 
fsuit of high quaiitjr. With the 
best tilled trees ^f ws eease pruning 
for a few yearg the fruit has a ten- 
d<'iipy to grow smaller, and lose its 
color and flavor bocaiiso the air and 
snnlitttit cannot jiass through the 
thick branches. 

Many old orctiard^ have been 
negjeeted for some time and as a 
reauH are choked with water 
sprouts and dead liaAa. 

Trees in this conditioa should not 
bo primed all in one year. The 
first yoar remove tho suckers, and 
ull of tho dead wood and tho most 
ol .ioclinnalilo crossinc liranchos. Tho 
second soason more of ilie unnec- 
essary rrossini; brancho... may bo OUt 

out. After this a light pruaiag 
eaeh y«ar will da.
